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OUR  STUDENTS  IN  DEMAND 

The  demand  upon  us  for  teachers  trained  in  the  Troy  Normal 
is  constant,  and  much  greater  than  we  have  the  material  to  meet. 
Our  graduates  as  a  rule  go  out  into  good  places  from  the  first. 
They  not  only  hold  these  places,  but  are  often  promoted  to  better 
positions.  It  is  not  only  our  rule,  but  our  pleasure  to  assist  our 
students,  both  graduates  and  undergraduates,  in  getting  desirable- 
places  as  teachers. 

TIME  TO  ENTER 

The  best  time  to  enter  is  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  but  if 
this  should  be  impracticable  the  student  should  come  as  soon, 
thereafter  as  practicable.  Those  entering  after  the  beginning  of 
the  term  will  be  entitled  to  the  proper  reduction  in  the  rate  of 
tuition. 

COURSES  OFFERED 

There  will  be  four  kinds  of  courses  offered,  as  follows:. 
1.      To  prepare  for  the  Slate  examinations. 
'J.      For  the  extension  of  certificates. 

3.  r  or  professional  improvement. 

4.  For  credit  work. 

In  the  first  course  all  of  the  nineteen  subjects  for  the  various, 
grades  Of  State  certificate  will  be  embraced  and  thorough  drills, 
will  be  given  on  the  subject  matter.  A  valuable  feature  will  be 
the  methods  used  in  teaching  the  subjects. 

The  second  course  is  arranged  especially  for  those  who  wish 
to  have  their  certificates  extended  without  the  strain  and  anxiety 
of  a  State  examination. 

The  third  course  is  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  inter- 
ested in  certificates  but  who  wish  to  improve  their  professional  at- 
tainments by  studying  modern  methods  under  expert  teachers.  A 
rare  opportunity  will  be  afforded  of  seeing  these  methods  illus- 
trated in  the  teaching  of  children. 

The  fourth  course  is  for  the  benefit  of  students  who  have 
back  work  to  make  up,  those  who  are  expecting  to  enter  later  for 
a  regular  course  and  wish  to  get  credit  for  advanced  standing,  and 
those  who  need  to  strengthen  themselves  on  any  subjects  taught; 
but  no  such  special  classes  will  be  formed  unless  there  is  sufficient 
demand  to  justify  the  formation  of  the  class. 
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CREDITS 

Full  credit  will  be  given  tor  all  work  done  in  the  Summer 
School;  but  in  order  to  receive  this  credit,  students  must  enter 
early  enough  and  attend  regularly  enough  to  do  the  work  required 
n  a  satisfactory  manner.  Such  work  to  be  accepted  in  lieu  of 
that  done  during  the  regular  session  must  be  passed  by  examina- 
tion. 

CERTIFICATES 

As  stated  elsewhere,  thorough  drill  courses  for  the  lirst,  sec- 
ond, third  and  life  certificates  will  be  conducted  under  skilled 
and  experienced  teachers.  The  success  of  our  students  in  pass- 

ing examinations  after  taking  these  drills  is  proof  of  the  excellence 
of  our  work. 

EXTENSION  OF  CERTIFICATES 

Holders  of  State  certificates  may  have  them  extended  one  year 
by  doing  six  weeks  of  satisfactory  work  at  this  school  during  eith- 
er the  regular  session  or  the  summer  school. 

The  following  excerpts  from  the  law  governing  the  extension 
of  certificates  should  be  carefully' noted: 

11.  A  maximum  of  four  courses  shall  be  open  to 
each  applicant  for  extension,  and  a  minimum  of  two 
professional  courses  is  required  for  the  extension  of  any 
certificate.  Each  applicant  for  extension  has  the  privi- 
lege of  electing  the  remaining  two  courses  of  the  maxi- 
mum requirements  from  any  other  courses  offered.  A 
course  as  herein  used  shall  be  regarded  as  five  hours 
(60  minutes  each)  of  work  each  week  for  a  period  of  six- 
weeks  (30  clays),  with  a  minimum  of  work  for  the  en- 
tire time  the  equivalent  of  that  done  in  the  Class  A  nor- 
mal schools  of  Alabama  during  a  term  of  three  months. 

12.  The  following  subjects  have  been  designated 
from  which  applicants  for  extension  of  certificates  may 
rhoose  their  courses  of  study: 

(a)  History  of  Education. 

(b)  Science    or   Principles  of  Education. 

(c)  Methods  of  Teaching.  General  and  Special,

16.  No  person  who  writes  an  examination  for  u. 
certificate  of  any  grade  will  be  parmitted  to  make  appli- 
cation for  the  extension  of  a  ccrti.'cate  at  the  same  time, 
a.nd  vice  versa.

Certificate  in  Lieu  of  Certain  Examinations 

A  teacher  holding  an  unexpired  third  grade  certificate  may 
obtain  a  second  grade  by  passing  the  examination,  at  least  three 
months  previous  to  such  expiration,  in  arithmetic,  history  of  Ala- 
bama, English  grammar  and  literature,  intermediate  geography, 
U.  S.  history  and  civics,  and  class  management.  Possession  of  a 
valid  third  grade  certificate  exempts  the  applicant  for  second 
grade  or  first  grade  from  examination  in  agriculture,  reading, 
orthography,  penmanship  and  physiology. 

A  teacher  holding  an  unexpired  second  grade  certificate  may 
obtain  a  first  grade  certificate  by  passing  the  examination  at 
least  three  months  prior  to  such  expiration,  in  algebra,  geometry, 
physics,  elementary  psychology,  the  school  laws  of  Alabama,  and 
advanced  English.  Possession  of  a  valid  second  grade  certifi- 
cate exempts  an  applicant  for  a  first  grade  from  examintaion  in  all 
second  grade  subjects.
